truth) is ſtrangled, and become ſtone - dead; and on the 
other ſide, to charge the reformed Church of hauing 
the dead fayth, becauſe ſne teacheth iuſtification by 
faith onely, with outworkes: but behold a wonder, that 
any ſonnes of this our deare mother Church ſhould; 
proue ſo vnnaturall and vnreaſonable, as (and that moſt 
impudently, though withall cunningly, euen preter- 
ding the doctrine of the Church of Exgland to be for 
them, and they for it; a thing too vſuall)to impute un- 
to her the dead fayth, as whereof ſhe is the teacher, 
while vuto the doctrine of iuſtification by fayth onely 
ſhe addeth and preſſeth the doctrine and practiſe of 
ſanctification, not onely as a frute, but as a duty ſprin-

"Now becauſe the letter is teadious, ſo as to anſwere 
to euery circumſtance would clogge our diſcourſe 
with many vnneceſſary and vnprofitable matters :

And that thoſe whom God. iuſtifyeth, hee 
fo acquiteth them in aboliſhingitheir ſin , that hee 
remembreth it no more, but caſts it behinde his backe, 
ſceth it not any more, in asmuchas he doth graciouſly 
for his ſonnes ſake not impute it ta them. So as what 
needes all that heaping vp of places of ſcripture? as if 
none hut the Author te oe notice of them: or as if 
his doctrine were ſo vnknowneor doubted of, as it 
needed ſuch a cloud of proofes. 

Yet ſome particulars in this poſition would bee a 
little talked with all. As i. where hee ſayth, That all 
ſins in the beleeuers are vtterly aboliſhed out of Gods 
ſight,by being nor imputed.

Indeed Anti- 
chrift arrogateth this omniporent;or rather impotent 
power, as deriued from God, to'makeex iuiuſtuia 
iuſtit iam x ighteouſaeſſe of vnrighteouſneſſe: but Gods 
omnipotency ſtretcheth not ro make an vniuſt worke 
to be iuſt. For then he might ſeeme to be both impre- 
uident, and vniuſt, in appointing liis ſonne to take away

New that this is the ſumme of his doctrine concer- 
ning hisliucly faith, yee may gather from his owne 
f infallibly inflames the heart with 
true lone, making the true belecuer to breake off his 
former corrupt converſation &c. This word Infaili- 
bly, implies, that faith doth by a continued and vnin- 
terrupted act inflame the heart with loue to doe all 
workes of ſanAification, and ſo it hath no neede of 
Gods word as a rule to bee guided by, but the ſpirit, 
is inſtead of the word. But you will ſay, So much is 
not expreſſed in the letter. True. But you muſt know 
that this is rhe doctrine, which he priuately inſtilleth 
into his Diſciples. As in one of his ſcattered writings 
I ſind theſe words, that this fayth of free iuſtifica- 
tion doth cauſe vs to walke infallibly in che ſteps 
ef the workes of our father eAbraham, wohere- 
by like Abrabam, freely without the law of the ten 
Commandements, wee walke holily, righteouſly. and 
ſoberly in al Gods Commandements declaratiuely to 
man ward. Vca comming ſomerimes to conteſt with 
mee, and to charge mee for preaching the dead fayrh, 
himſelfe did vtter ſo much tomee by word of *

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that after a man is once inlightned by fayth, the ſpirit ; 
guides him, ſo as he hath no need of the word, or et the 
Morall law for a rule to direct him. This Doctrine is 
ſo familiar among his Diſciples, as they profeſſe it, and 
are prowd of it, ſo farre are they from making ſcruple 
or daincty of it, as once to deny it. So that this s one 
of the markes and properties of his liuely fayth, that 
. i it hath no neede of t he Morall Law to bee a rule vnto

Merein is our loue made por ſe il that we 
haue bold neſſe in the day of indgement : becauſe as hee 
1c, ſo are we in this world, Hence they conclude ſuch abſo- 
lute perfection to bee in the beleeuer, as in Chriſt now 
loriſied in heauen. And therefore when they ſay, that a 
leeuer is perfectly ſaued in this life, they expreſſe 
themſelues in plaine words to meane, that a beleeuer is 
perfectly gloriſied in this life, and that there is noe diffe- 
rence betweene our ſtate here and in heauen, but onely in 
our ſenſe and apprehenſion. I ſhould not (I confefle ) haue 
belecued that euer any man, endued wich common ſenſe 
and.reaſon,would haue ſo much as once conceiued , much 
leſſe uttered ſuch a ſenſeleſſe and monſtrous Paradox, had 
I not my ſelſe heard one of their Antinomian Miniſters 
ailirme ſo much to me and others together. For I asking 
him what difference there was betweeno the ſtate of grace 
here, and that of glory here aſter: hee anſwered, none at all, 
but in our ſenſe and apprehenſion. And thereupon another 
Miniſter asking him, w hither we were perfectly glorified 
in this life: he anſwered, wee were; whereupon I, abhor- 
ring ſuch an inſolent and Luci ferian ſpeech, preſently a- 
uoyded his company and further ſpeech. To this height 
of pride are they come, who teach the empty and windy 
faith of Iuſtiſication againſt Sanctification, the fruit of a 
true liuely fayth . But are wee perfedly glerified in this 
life, ſo as it differs not from that in heauen, but in our ſenſe 
and apprehenſion? Then when a inſtified man ſinneth, it is 
but in his ſenſe and apprehenſion, if that; or rather, they 
are in this poynt without fenſe &apprehenſion of ſin. Ihen

And 
in that reſpect the Sabboth day was to them ceremoniall. 
Secondly. in regard of ſome ceremonies proper (as ſome

Sabboch, as alſo the not dreſſing of their meat in that day, 
which was in remembrance of the Manna in the deſert:

But in very truth, & ( ſo farre as I can yet conceiue, till 
Ibe conuinced otherwiſe by better reaſons, then I haue 
yet ſeene) that obſeruance of not kindling a fire, nor dreſ- 
ſing of meate on the ſabboth( which was lawfullge allow- 
ed vpon all other feſtiuall dayes) was not ſo much proper 
to that people in regard of their hot Country and climate, 
as in regard of that Moſaicall Pedagogie and diſpenſation, 
vnder which that onely people and Chureh Was ſubiuga- 
ted and ſubiect ed, ſo as this not kindling afire,& not dreſ- 
ſing of meate, was a meere Ceremony Moſaicall, a type of 
the eternall ſabhath, brought in by Chriſt in his reſurrecti- 
on, which puts an end to ill ſabbaticall ceremonies, as theſe 
are, which typed the eſtate of che cucriaſting ſabbath, 
wherein is no need of bodily prouifion.

For elſe; if the Morality of 
the Sabbath were antiquated and aboliſhed, then alſo the 
whole Decalogue. But the Decalogue, or ten Commande- 
ments remaine ſt ill in force, not onely in their curſe and 
full K tranſgreſſing Inſidels, ſuch as are out of 
Chriſt, but alſo as a rule of holy conuerſation to all true 
beleeuers. And that the Morall Law ſtill remaines as a rule 
of Chriſtian obedience to euery true Iraclite,appeaterh by 
the very manner of giuing of it in Mount Sinai. For it was 
giuen by the Lawgiuer Chriſt the Redeemer of his peo- 
ple, who Ar am the Lord thy God, which haue broughs 
thee ont of the Land of Egype, ont of the bouſe of bondage :

nimmed away the ſecond Commandement out of their vul- 
gar Catechiſme, and by their corrupt gloſſes guelded the 
maſculine ſenſe of it in their Do way Bibles )wee will take 
their part in the polluting and profaining the Sabbath, by 
denyitig the perpetuall morality of it, and ſo leaue but two 
Commandements for God (according to the -Popifh 
acompt)inthe firſt Table; of rather none at all, when by this 
meanes there is noe day. allowed for his ſeruice, nonor mea- 
nes to teach vs the true worſhipof the onely true God, & the 
honour due vnto his name, which meanes is the publique 
Miniſtry of his word, together with publique and pr iuate 
inuocaſion.

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Mow much more in extremities of more importance, as 

the quenching of a (cath fire, or defending of their City, or 
Country, by repelling the inuading, or beleagaring enemy? 
yea in ſuch caſes not to beſtirre themfelues, and to vic their 
vtmoſt labour and skill, not onely turned into ſuperſtition, 
but many times proued their bane and tuine. Among ſun- 
roſeghus Antiq. dry inſtancet in this kinde, this is one: that the Iewes on 
* ©4721; the Sabbath being aſfailed by their enemyes, would ney- 
2 4. 5. ther make reſiſtance, nof yet ſo much asclofe vp their caues 
mouth to defend themſelues, and ſo their lives became a 
ſpoyle to their enemyes cruelty, So ſuperſtitioufly obſer- 
nant were they of the Sabbath, as if God had made it to be 
a ſnare for them, whenſoeuer the crafty enemy ſhould take 
that oppertunity to inuade them ſo as in caſe of extreme 
neceſſity, as to ſaue life, yea a beaſts life, the Commande- 
ment was not ſtrictly obligatory; much more in ſpirituall 
obſeruance, touching Gods worſhip, as the Prieſts ſlaying 
of beaſts for ſacrifice, and the like. Extreame vacation then 
Was not exacted of the Iewes in their keeping of their

Againe we ſhewed before, how the pfohibition to the 
lewes of kindling a fire, and dreffing of meate on the Sab- 

bath was peeuliar to that Nation, or rather Church, affd 
was a type and ceremony. Nor was it extreame, betauſe 
they lined in an hot climate. herein their was no extreame 
neceſſity of fire for one day, op Aron oy» : 
by their ſpirituall fire of holy zeale in a dus obſeruation of 
the Sabbath.

The like weday of the Lords day. That which gaue it a 
ſtampe of djine inſtitution, was the Lords owne Act in 
bleſſing and ntifying this Lords day with his bleſſed and 
glorious Acurredtion, when now hee ceaſſed from the 
worke of #demption, a greater and more glorious worke 
then that of reatios; now beginning alſo, and conſecratin 

the eternal Sabbath. So that this very act of Chri 

was a ſujlicent conſecration of this day, as the Sabbath of 
our Redemtion; and therefore iuſtly ſtyled by the Holy 
Ghoſt, he words day, becauſe conſecrated not onely to him, 


but by hin as the author of it. Therefore alſo is he rightly 


intitled Jord of the Sabbath day of the lewes, as alone ha- 


uing a p wer to abrogate that, and to initiate this day. 


For in lite manner the Sabbath is called Gods owne Hely- 
day, ( Iſa. 5 8.) and the Sabbath of the Lord our God, ( Exod. 
30.) which hathrelation to Chriſt the Redeemer. Exod. 20. 
2. to ſhew, that hee is the Lord: an l inſtitutor of it. So that 
it belonged to him alone to cancell the old, and to conſecrate 
a new Sabbath to Chriſtians, in memoriall of a better Crea- 
tion, and as the entrance & iniatitiontothe eternall Sabbath. 
ine, obſerue how he honours this day. For the very day 
his Reſurrection, his Diſciples being aſſembled, hee pre- 
ſents himſelfe perſonally vnto them, comforting and confir- 
ming them with the ſenſible cuidenec of his Reſurrection, 
and breathing on them the gifts of the Holy Ghoſt. And, 
becauſe they ſhould take ſpeciall notice further of this day, 
iuſt eight dayes af er, when this day came about ⁊g ine, het 
appeared to them the ſecond ti me where they were aſſem - 


bled, and ſtanding in he midſt of them, as Lord of his 


Church, ſalutes them wick his peace, and ſhewes them ma- 
ny ſignes for the fuller confirmation of his Reſurrection. 


And yet for the more abundant confirmation of the con- 


ſeeration of this day, after his Afcencion hee ſends the oy

Ghoſt on this very day 30 dayes afthis Reſurrection, 
whoſe powerfull preſence was an euidt ſanctifieation of 
this day by his manitoldgittes & gracto his Church vnto 
the end of the world. And, it is {pcely to be noted, that 
on thoſe dayes, wherein Chriſt app/ed to bis Niſciplee. 
and the Holy Ghoft deſcended, 0 ere all aſſembled ſo- 
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lemnly together ina holy communi/in prayer, and other 
facred duties: So that Chriſts twicgpcaring vnto, and the 
Holy Ghoſt deſcending viſibly v his Diſciples when 
they were aſſembled, and all vponlis day , was war ant 
ſuilicient for the Apoſtles, and ſor the ſucceeding Chur- 
ches, to continue the fanQificath uf this firſt day of the 
weeke by their holy zfſemblies, id exereiſes, as Prayer, 
Preaching, admini fring the Sacments, Almes &c. They 
ſaw, that this was the ſpeciallay ſelected and ſealed by 
_ Chriſt, and the Holy Ghoſt (er the month of 2. or 3. 
witneſſes ſhall exery word be ge. ) for publique ſacred 
aſſembulcs, wherein they migh expect Chriſts preſcace, 
by his ſpirits influence, in ſanctying his people iu their ho- 
ly exerciſes on that day. Hrevpon it grew a perpetuall 
Ordinance, not firſt conſtituſd by Apoſtolicke authority, 
bat ſeconded ar d followed þ them in their practize, es 
Act.. 20.7 and 1 Cor. 16. 2 pon which place Maſter Per- 
kms iudiciouſly obſerueth, th Paul commanded nothing as 
an ordinance to bee obſeruedi the Church, but what hee had 
from (hrift. But to make colkction for the poore euery Lords 
da, or fir day of the week; ,as a conſequent or concomi- 
tant fruite of ot her Sabbat hduties, as Preaching, Prayer, 
Sacramentis. was (ſayth he) « conſfitution Apoſtolicke,and ſo 
of diuiue authority, and therfire no meere humane inſtitu- 
tion.

this cauſe, this d:y of thezen of the morld is called Sunday, 
becauſeC hriſt the Sunne of hteon nefſe a iſing, didenlighten 
it. But what neede we ke a cloud of witneſſes, ot men, 
when we haue diuine Sari in Scriptures (though ſhining 
in a darke place, till the dayid dawnc) which may giue vs 
ſuſicient liehe to direct viorthis day? For firſt it is 12 
parent that the ſeauenth dy which was commanded the 
Ifraelites of the old Teſtamet tocelebrate for the Sabbath, 
was giuen them in memogl} of their deliuerance from 
the Egyptian bondage, as we pted before out of Des.

rection; and therefore who frould haue power, but Chriſt, 
the Lord of the Sabbath, tochange the Sabbath into the 
Lords day? „ „ ein . . 
Againe, another remarkeabe place we finde in Leu. 23. 10, 
& c. Where thefleafe of the firſt fruits was to bee waued 
by the Prieſt betote the Lord the day after the Sabbath. 
This eafe of the fruit. was a pregnant type of Chriſts 


Levi 33-1 fiſing againe, the ff fun, from the dead This ſheafe 
* 9 was 
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was to bee waned thenext day after the Sabbath, and not 
elſe. This was fulfilled in Chriſts reſurrection, wh'ch was 
the day after the Sabbath, and becauſe this Sabbath was 
chiefe y ment of the Paſſcouer, which was a high Sabbath, 
to be ſure, it was a double Sabbath, (the Sabbath of the 
Paſſeouer concurring together)wherem Chriſt reſted in the 
graue. The very next morning was hriſt, the firſt fruttes, 
waned betore the Lord, when in the Earthquake hee roſe 
from the dead the firft fruites of them that ſleepe. This was 
the ſheafe of the firſt fruites, which was accepted for vs, for 
he roeſe a gaine for our iuſtificationꝰ And ef the firſt fruites be 
holy the lumpe is alſo holy. And the meate offring of this day 
was twice as much, as vpon any other day, euen to texth 
deales; whereas the reſt had but one, which is a matter 
worthy of heedefull obſeruation. This typed and ſigni- 
fyed ſome thing extraordinary a8 touching this dayes 
oblation. And the offering was made by fire vnto the Lord 
for a ſauour of Reſt, as the Hebrew hath ir. This pre- 
figured the Reſ of this day of the ſheafe of firſt fruite , of 
Chriſts reſurrection. And this reſt had relation not onely to 
Chriſt, who now had finiſhed the worke of Redemption: 
but alſo to allthe Redeemed. For from this very day of the 
ſheafe of firſt fruites, they were (Leuĩit. 23.15. 16.) to reckon 7 
Sabbaths or weekes compleate, which inciuſiuely containeth 
50 dayes, and ſo the leauench firſt day of the weeke next af- 
ter the Sabbath, they myſt offer a new meate offering vnto 
the Lord. This was the feaſt of Pentecoſt, which being fully 
come (Act. a.) the Holy Ghoſt came downe viſibly vpon 
the Church, ſo tulfiling th

lique ſeruice, and this to ſtand as a pc peruall ſtatute to the 
end of the world; hauing alſo euident and ample teſtimony 
from the Moſaicall Law, aud thoſe El angelicall types.

St. Ambroſe vnderſtands this to be the 
Lords dax, the day of the Lord R:ſurretion;which day (faith 
hee on P/al: 475, Titnens bath its holines from the Lords Reſur- 
rection. What ſhall I fay of Circumciſion, which was limited 
to the eighth da 0 loking vpon Chriſts Reſurrection, which 
was the eighth day; Circumciſion, being a ſinge of that holli- 
nes Chriſt brought vnto vs in the day of his Reſurrection, vb 
roſe againe for our Iuſtifieation. But let this ſuſfice. Thus hath 
the Lords day not onely reallinſtiturionby Chriſt himſelfe, but 
alſo teſtimony from the Law and the Prophets.

Ob. But here it is obiected, that the Lerd. day hath 
noe divine inſtitution, but mee ely an hamane and Ec- 
cleſiaſticall. For elſe how came it ro bee inſtituted by Con- 
ftantine the Great, who made a Law, and preſcribed limits 
forthe keeping of 1r? The i aſo did ocher Emperours, 
Princes, and States, Conncels, and Synods in ſeuctall 
ages. 

: Auw. This is no good argument, that becauſe pious 
Princes make Lawes tor the keeping of the Lords diy, ther- 
fore it is not of diume inſtitutios. For fo good Princes 
make Lawes againſt Adulcery, &c. Thertore the forbidding 
of theſe ſinnes is it not of diuine inſtitu: ionꝰ King Darius 
makes adecree, that ia euery Nu ion of his Kingdome men 

tremble befora the God of 'D mizll,z35. therefore is not this 
Law of diuine inſtitutiõ: Thow ſhalt wor (b:p the Lord thy God, 
aui him one iy ſha it thou ſerue? And beca:tte Tyberins C eſar 
would haue the Romans Senate pailca Decree for thedeify- 
ing of Chriſt, or ranking him among heir Gods, therefor 
Chriſt was not God? whereupon Hych Tertullian, Erg- 
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"fr homini placusurn, Deus non eri Deu : therefore it deg 
not pleaſe man, Cod hall not be God. | 

But it became Chriſtian Pi inces, when they ſaw how ſub. 
ict the Lords day was to bee protaned with all licenciouſ- 
1c, and how prone carnall men were to leape cuer all 
the Lankes ard bounds, Which God had ſet to keepe 
them in: for to helpe to make vp the breaches againe, and 
to fireygthen the diuine ordinance by their humane and pe- 
nall conſtitutions , as wee fee our noble Kings of England 
haue done, by name, our pious Kirg Charles, whoſe raigne 
bath bere konoured with a religious Law for the better 
keeping of the Lords day, if lau es were as well kept, as 
they haue bene wiſely, piouſly , and iuſtly enacted hy cur 
Progenitors. Gr 
Yet becauſe, notwithſtanding all Lawes, diuine and 
humane, this holy day of the Lord is for thagenerality of 
men little regarded as not requiring the like ſancti fication 
of vs, which the Sabbath did of the Iewes: let vs further 
ſhew what a rcuerend eſtecme the ancient holy men in for« 
mer ages had, and what pious rules they gaue, Concerning 
the religious keeping of this day. Wee haue noted ſome of 
their excellent ſayings a little before: wee will adde a few 
more. And firſt wee obſerue, that they euer did vie to 
call the Lords day, by the name of the Sabbath, Ob/ernamns 
Þ f. contra A, ſabbatum, hoc eſt, Dominic am, in fi gnum nempe aterni ſabbatiz 
damantum. c. ij Weobſerue the Sabbath, that is the Lords day, for a figne of 
the eternall Sabbath. The ſame Anguſtone in bis 95 ſermon 
de Tempore, ſayt h, They which in the obſeruation of the Sal- 
bath, doe not apply themſ«lues to good works and prayer, which 
is to ſanfifie the Sabbath , ( and ſanctification is where the 
Holy Ghoſt is) ave like to the ſmall flies bred of the mud, 
which diſquieted the Egyptians. And elſe ere ( ypon thoſe 
Aus de conſeuſu Words, Math. 24.20) Pray that your fught be net in the win- 
Ewan, lib: C. ter, nor on the Sabbath day, het ſayth, by winter is ſignifued 
77. the cares of this life, and by the Sabbath gluttony and drus k- 


exneſſe : which eutl ts therefore ſegnifye by the name of Sab- 
bath, becauſe this nas, a now it &, the wicked enſtome of the 
N * | Jewes 
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Jewes on that day to ſmimme in delicacies, while they are ig- 
worant of the ſpirttunll Sabbath, For the lewes doe ſernilely 
obſerue the Sabbath day vnto ryotouſneſſe, and drnnkenneſe. 
How much better were it for their women to ſpin, then on that 
day to daunce. And thus while they carnally kept the Sabbath, 
they knew it nos, ſayt h hee, And Melius tota die foderent , &c. 
The men were better to digg all that day, tben to tread it ont in 
dannces and meaſures, Againe, the Sabbath(to wit, the Lords 
day)is more commaunded us, then the Iewes. They celebrate 
the Sabbath ſermilely,but we ſpiritually? And how ſpiritnaly 
not in chamber ing Cant onnefſe,not in gluttony & dy tthenneſſes 
For theſe are forbidden Chriſtiint any day, much more on the 
Lords da, For it were better teplongh &harrow,to ſpin & card 
wooll, which in themſelnes are lamfull, then to doe thoſe things 
on the Sabbath or Lordi day, which chriſtians ſhould bluſh at, 
aud be aſhamed of to doat any time, as to dance, to reuell, to 
-heare playes, to goe to mas king and mumning, and the like, 
v hi ch are exereiſes fitter for heathen, then chriſtians, for 
Bacchanalis, then ſuch as celebrate the Lords Feſtiuall.Hov/ 
then is this day of the Lords to be kept? Neyt her as the En. 
eratites, Acriancs, and Aerians, wi ho faſted all the Lords day 
but madly reueld on other feſtiuals. Theſe are extreames 
and therefore to bee auoyded. How then? As the chriſti- 
ans did in Iſfin Martyrs dayes of old, who ſayth, Die ſolit, 


c. Onthe Sunday, or Lords day, are the chriſtians aſſemblies Inflin Mari 
of ( itixens and Countr men, where the writings of the A. Apol 2. 


poſtles and Prophets are firſt rexde; then when the Reader hath 
done, the Maſter of the aſſembly the chiefs Minifter vſetbh 
words of exortation, bis inniting them to the imitation of 
things honeft, The richer ſorte mbo are willing , do contribute 
ro ho reliefe of the poorer, euer j man according to his mind 


aud meanes,and the Collella, or collections are depoſited with 
the chiefe Minifter ; he therewith ſuccoxreth the Orphans and 
ore Cc. This is that day, wherein God created the world, 
and Chrift roſe againe fromthe dead. So hee; And Saint Chi- 
foſtom vpon the Apoſtles words, ** 6. 1, Behold * 
S 
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2 fly the Apoſtle rayſeth his exbortation from the con- 
fideration of this day of the weeke, as bring the fitteſt day, 
wherin to ex hort unto almes;as if the «Apoſtle had ſayd, Re- 
member what things pee haus obtained this day, vantterable 
good things,yea the very reote and fpring of our life t ands in 
it. Not that it is @ fit day onely for gining of almes,but that it 
bath are, and is free f-ons worldly affaires, and the mind 
being vacant from moleſtationsis the apter & more inclinable 
to mercy , and it brings with it a great efficacy in the vſe of 
theceleſtiall Ordinanc es. And Saint Auguſtine: Omni Die 
Dominico, &c. Emery Lords day come to the Church, and 
ſpend not the day in pleading, and brabbles, andidle chat, but 
with ſilence hearkgn to the word of God, and pray for the peace 
of the Church,and for the pardon of your fSounes , &e. And 
Bernard ſayth. out of Eſay.58.13. He calleth the Sabbath 
(ſayth hee) wot onely 4 delight but be addeth, holy and glo- 
ryous to the Lord, Nor let the Sabbath ſlipt away with ſth; 
but in thy Sabbath works the workgs of God, And. in the Syno- 
dal Epiſtle of the ſecond ſynod of Matiſcon, wee haue theſe 

words: Cuſtodite Diem Dominicum, &c. Keeps the Lords 
day, which hath a new brought you forth, and hath freed you 

From all finnes ; as being that day wherein Chriſl roſe for our 

in/tification, Let none of you bee vacant to miſter few ell 

for ſuites in Law, let none plead cauſet, let none draw vpen 


| bimſilfe ſuch. a neceſſity, as to compell the cattell to bears 


the y. . Be all of you tahen vp with bymmes in pray - 


ſong of G14 bring content inminds aud hody. L et euery one ha- 


en to the next Church, & their humble himſelfe on the Lords 
day.with prayers and teares. Let your eyes and bandebe all that 
day open to Gd. For that i. 4 per pet ual day of reſt, that is made 
hnowae in th law & the Provucts being infinuated vnto vs 
by the ſbadom of the ſeauenth day. Inft it i therefore that wee 
der vnaninmuſly celebrate this Hay by which wee are made that. 
which before wee were not gy Let vs performs to the Lord 
free ſeruice, &. Notythat the Lord requires. of vs, 


th wee ſheuid celebrate the Lords day with bodily ab- 
dee Le he — 
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Pinence ; but hee requireth our obedience, by which, tram- 
pling all terrene actions under our feete, hee may mercifully 
left vs vp enen unte Hauen. If therefore any of you ſhall 
fight or cent emmne this our wholeſome exhortation , let him 
knowt hat for the quality of his demerit hee ſhall bee puni- 
ſhed of the Lord, and henceforth implacably under the ſacey= 
dotall indignation. If heebeea Lawyer , hee ſhall bee d 
miſſed of bis pleading without recenery ; if a Count: y- 
man or ſeruant, hee ſhall bes fore beaten with clubs + if 
a (learks, or ſo, bee fhall bee ſuſpended [ix months from 
his Fraternity, &. And in the. Councell of Dingelfing 
On the Lords day let men bee vacant for ainine reſt, and 
abſtayne from worldly and profane buſineſſes, Hee that 
this day ſhall doc any worke about the Cart, or other- 
wiſe, let bir oxen bee confiſcate, If he fhall proceed on obi 
vately, let him be made a bone ſtaue. And Charles the great 
in his conſtitutions forbiddeth mark; ta to be kept any where on 
the Lords day; nor any ſeruile workes to be done therein. We 
might bee infinite in ſuch like inſtances of pious conſtituti- 
ons for the ſolemne and ſacred keeping of the Lords day; 
butler theſe ſuſtice by the way. | | 
Onely one thing remaines to bee reſolued, whether the 
fourth Commandement reach vnto ſeruants, as wellas vn- 
- to Maſters of Families, ſome would reſtraine the Comman- 
dement _ to Maſters excluding ſeruants thus farr, that 
in caſe a Maſter command his ſeruant any ſervill worke on 
the Sabbath, or Lords day, the ſeruant therein obeying bis 
Maſter, is not anſwerable to God, as a trangreſſour of Gods 
Commandement, but his Maſter onely is in the tranſgreſ- 
ſion for ſo commanding. This is a ſtrange piece of Logicke : 
A Maſter in commanding his ſeruant tranſgreſſeth Gods 
Commandement: and yet the ſeruant obeying his Maſter 
therein, tranſgreſſeth net. Doth not the caſe hold alike in 
other relations, as betweene Prince and ſubiect, ſpirituall 
Paſtours and People? yes ſay they. But how? Thus: God 
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(lay they Jhath commanded all men to honour their Parents, 
&rhe Parents of their Country ſtands in the firſt, tanke · True 
who denies it ? But what followes there ypon ? This, ſay 
they: The Sonne of God hathcommanded all Chriſtiansto 
© heare the Church, and vnder forfeiture of communion of 
* Saints; but they that deny the Canons of the Church, or E- 
© dic of the Prince,heare not the one, honour not the other: 
therefore they that tranſgreſſe eyther of theſe Conſtituti- 
ons, tranſgreſſe alſo conſequently, though not immediate- 
y, the commandements of God, yet neyther of both are 
* tranſgreſſed by ſeruants , if they worke by their Maſters 
commiſſion, and not of their one electon; for neyther 
cdoth the one Law, or the other, neyther the Canons of the 
Church, nor Edicts of Princes giue liberty and warrant to 
* ſcraantsto bee rebellious to their Maſters touching poynt 
of ſeruice that day, more then others. To this purpoſe they 
eargue, thatdeny the keeping of the Lords day to haue anyde- 
pen vpon the morality of the fourthCommandement. 
Here be prege reaſons, which would not lightly be paſſed 
ouer. Therefore a little ro examine the mettle of theſe mens 
reaſons: firſt we muſt remember, that not only on the Lords 
day;ſcruants obying their Maſters, in deoing ſeruile worke 
therein, areguiltles (for ſo they hane cuation for-it, by de- 
nying the Lords day to bee ofdiuine inftitution , and 
reſt therein to be any morall duty) but they deny alſo, that 
the fourth Commandement did binde any Lewes, bnt onely 
Maſters of familyes, and not thoſe vnder them. For (ſay 
they) the Commandement was giuenonely to maſters and 
not to ſeruants ſtanding in relation to their maſters, in caſe 
they ſhould impuſore any ſeruile labour vpon thetn. It is true 
the Commande meat was giuen principally and immediately 
to maſters, that not onely themſelues ſhould keepe it, but 
they ſhould looke their whole family kept it. Vet in caſe 
the Maſter ſhould neglect his duty herein, and inſtcad of 
commanding his family to keepe the Sahbath, ſhould in. 
ioyne them ſeruile worke : doth not the Commandement - 
take hold of the ſeruant? What? Is the ſeruant an "_ or 
Ott. 
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ſott, to yeald blinde obedieace to his maſter commanding 
againſt God *Or is heſucha ſlaue, as hee hath not a ſoule to 
anſwere for to God, as well as hismaſter ? Or being his 
Maſters ſeruant, is hee thereby,exempted from being Gods 
ſeruantꝰ ſayth not the Apoſtle, Hee that is called iu the Lord 
being a ſeruaut, it the L erds freeman? Likewiſe alſe hee that 
it called being free , is Chrifts ſeruant t Indeede the Maſters 
{in is double, not onely in permitting, and communing but 
compelling, er commanding his ſeruant to worke, when 
Sod commands to reſt : but yet the ſeruant obeying his 


maſter herein _— commanding, committes a ſingle ſin 


at leaſt againſt God, if not alſo double, while he preferreth 
his earthly, maſters Commandement , before his heauenly 
maſters. But this ( fay they) is Petitis Principi), if Gods 
Commandement reach not to ſeruants. But we ſhew it doth, 
if ſeruants be not vnreaſonable beaſts,or blinde Aﬀes. Nor 
ought the Maſters Commandement to bee of force,. yea it 
hath a meere nnllity , if it bee contrary to Gods expreſſe 
Commandenient. So that in ſuch a caſe fora ſeruant to obey 
his Maſter, is againſt and aboue God to ſet vp an Idoll, 
which is nothing in the world, and ſuch ſeruants ſlauiſhly 
obſeruing Sabbatum A ſinorum the Sabbath of Aſſes, do iuſt- 
ly deſerue the whip for the Aſſes backe: or that cenſure 


forementionediin the ſecond ſynod ot᷑ Matiſcon, Ifaſeruant 


or raflicke doe inc abe the Salbaih, lit him be ſoundly dry bafted 
with clubs, But (fay they) the ſonne of God hach com- 
manded all chriſtians to heare the Church, not to deſpiſe 
hir Canons, of Princes Ediſts. 7. 

True. But is C hriſts command abſolute, and without 
limitation namely to obey Superiours actiuely, whatſocuer 
they command right or wrong, for or againſt God ? what 

if the Canons of the Church doe by mans Traditions diſ- 
anull the Commandement of God, as of old the Tewiſk Sy- 
nagogue, and of latter times the Romiſhꝰ Areſuch Ca- 


If the Phariſees and chiefe prieſts make a Canon to puniſh 
with Ex communication, or Suſpention, thoſe that ſhall 


confeſſe Chriſt , or profeſſo or preach his truth and fayth

nons to be obeyed againſt Gods exprefſe Commandement? 
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frely & faithfully i is ĩt not diſobedience to God herein to 
Obey them, and through ſlauiſh feare rather to renounce 
Chriſt, then not ſubmit to ſuch wicked Canons. 

The lewes Corban freed Children fom honouring their 
Parents: and doc not they as well make voyd Gods Com. 
mandement, who iu binding ſeruauts to obey their maſters 
commanding againſt. Gods Commandetnen”, doe thereby 
tree them trom Gods Commandementꝰ And tor Princes 
Edicts we all reuerence, and willingly imbrace and obey 
them. But without limitation ? what if they command 
againſt God? what if they ſhall forbid by publicke Edict 
the free preaching of the word of God in any part of it, 


as ſuch and ſuch points of fayth and ſaluation not to bee 


handled, ſuch and ſuch hereſies not to bee medled with by 
way of confutation ? Are we not to anſwere in ſuch a 
caſe, as the Apoſtle did, herber it be meete in the fight of 
Godto obey you, rather than God, jade yes; for we cannot but 
ſpeake the thinges wbich we haue ſeene and heard? And Peter 
tels the Rulers boldly and plainely, Wee enght rather to obey 
Gad than meu. What ? becauſe. Nebuchaduezzer erected 
his Image, and commanded all to wo: ſhip it, and or bad 


to pray to any God, but to the King onely, for thirty dayes: 


muſt this Edict therefore bee obeyed ? Noe ſure ly. And 

why ? Becauſe it was againſt God; and therefore it 

to haue beene of no force to exact obediegce of any. But 

what (will you ſay?)Muſt we be rebels, in diſobey ing our ſus 
eriours? No it is one thing not obey, & another to bee re- 
llious;ſuperiours ought not to bee obeyed, if they com. 

mand againſt God ; Yet this is no rebellion, where men art 


ready to yeald paſſiue obedience to their voiuſt cruelty, by 
mien : : * they derect and deny actiue o 5 1 


ence to their vniuſt commands. Thus Daniel, thus the 
three. Children did;the one deſires rather to bee caſt into 
the Lyons denne, the other into the hort fiery fornace, 
then to diſhonour Sod, by bowing to the Kings Images 
Thus all Gods true bred ehildren haye., and will doe; Fo 
I —_

neyther dare obey vniuſt command contrary to Gods word, 
and a good conſcience; nor yet rebellioaſly reſift vniuſt pun- 
niſhments; in both which they obey God. 

But enough of this poynt, at leaſt in this 
place, where we haue as it were by the way occaſio- 
nally met with it, not purpoſely minded throughly to 
handle it, bat onely as a branch of that morality of the Law 
of God, the whole bulke and body whefeof is hewed 
at by the Antinomians, to cut it downe by the very 
rooOtes. 

Onely let vs adde here a few reaſons and motiues, the Reaſons why 
more to ſtrengthen, and prouoke vs to the more diligent the Lords day 
obſeruation of this great holy day of the Lord. One rea- A bee fans 
ſon may bee taken from the compariſon berweene elxiſti- 

8 vader the new Teſtament, and the lewes vnder the 
Ol - . 

How exactly were the Iewes bound to keepe the Sab- 
bath, as a me moriall of their deliuerance from Egypt, in 
token of their perpetuall thankefulneſſe? How much more 
then are we thus bound to ſanctiſie the Lords day, in a per- 
petuall thankefull remembrance of our ſpirituall deliue- 
rance from the boadage of ſin, ſat han, and hell, ouer which 
Chriſt triumphed manifeſtly in the day of his Reſurrecti- 
ond Secondly, as the Sabbath day was giuen to the Iewes Exod: 311 16. 
as a ſigne and meanes of their ſanctification. So the Lords 17. 
day in the due ſanctifying of it in the vſe of the meanes is a 
pregnant occaſion of our ſanctification, and that not only in 
regard of the ſame Ord inanees attending vpon it, but asit is 
aperpetuall memoriall of Chriſts Reſurre x ion and in the 
faith and fact whereof is begun here no. onely our ſanctifi- 
cation, but alſo our gloriication and eternall Sabbath. 

Ob. But if the Eternall Sabbath began in ¶ hriſls Reſur- 
roſdion, then what further vſe is there of a ſeauenth day 
weekely to keepe Sabbath in? Enery diy now , yea our 
whole lite ti me is a Sabbath vnto vs therefore to keep? a 
ſeauench day till, is againſt the nature of the eternal Why 

ach. 
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Eſay. 35. 35 
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hath begun in Chriſts Reſurrection. And thus to keepe's 
ſrauenth {fill is to goe backe to the lewiſh ceremony 
zgaide whichpts abollfhel in Chriſts Reſurrection. 

Anſw. Though the Eternall Sabbath began in Chriſts 
Reſurrection, and is now eternally kept of Chriſt and of 
the Church triumphant: yet during the time of this life, 
whichts meaſured by times and dayes, and in regard of the 
Imany co ipor all neceſſitys of it muſt bee maintained by the 
abours ofeuery mans particular calling in which regard the 
extetnall condition of chri ſtians differeth not from that of 
Gods people in the former Teſtament:our ſolemne keeping 
of the Sabbath is no leſſe limited to certaine circumſtances 
of time, as one day of ſeauen, then theirs was. Nor is this a 


comply ing with Iewiſh ceremonies againe. For their Sab- 


bath was in part typicall: but ours is now the true eternall 
Sabbath, kept of chriſtians according to Chriſts owne Or- 
dinance,attempering it to the condition of our preſent ne- 
ceſſity, who muſt as well worke for the good of our bo- 
dies, as ſolemnely reſt for our ſoules good. And therefore 
Chriſts wiſedome, being he ſame with his Fat hersand his 
owye in the firſt inſtitutiom ot a ſeauenth day _ Rift 
the ſame proportion, not altering the Commandement 
which ſayth, Sia dayes halt thou labour, Only he hath altered 
the day becauſethe typicall Sabbath muſt giue place to the 
true and eternall Sabbath which we now ſolemnly keepe on 
the firſt day, of the weeke, as it were the firſt fruites of 
our eternall Sabbatiſme, in heauen with Chriſt, though 
our whole life otherwiſe is the true Sabbatiſme begun. 
Againe it is the market day of our ſoules, wherein wee 
come to Gods houſe the market place, to buy the Wine and 
Mille of the word without money ,or money worth, 
How is that? By hearing and harckning ro Gods. word, 
that truth whereby wee are ſanctiſied, [ob».17. 17, and to 
ray vnto him; thus by the Mr and Prayer weare ſantti- 
Fed, Harken diligently to me and eate that which is good, and 
ler your ſoule delight it ſelſe in fatuss; Incline' your cares, and 
2 ls Come 
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come unte me, & bears, your ſoule ſhall liue & I will mals 


an enerlaſting couenant with you , enen the ſure mercies of 
Dauid. Loc, the ſanctifying of the Sabbath, or Lords day 

in a diligent vſe of Gods Ordinances, is tho micaties where- 
by the mercies of Dauid are made ſure vnto vs. And it is 
remarkeable, how the Holy Ghoſt doth poynt out Chriſts 
Reſurrect ion, by alledging and applying this place of the 
Prophet, Act. 13. 34. as thereby not obſcurely inſinua- 
ting the ſanct i ſication of the day of the Lords reiurrection 
by a diligent harkning to the word of God, and reuerend v- 
vling of other diuine Ordinances & duties of that day. And 
were it not, that the Lords day did ſucceede in place of the 
Sabbath, the Sabbath day of the Iewes being aboliſhes : 
what time for the meanes of our ſanct ification & ſaluation 
were left vnto vs? were it not for the Lords day, we ſhould 

bee in a far worſe caſe, then the Iewes of old, as being leſt 

without opportunity & meanes of ſanctification, ail which 

the Lords 92 miniſtreth vnto vs; without this, wee ſhould 
haue no market day for our ſpirituall prouiſion, & merchan- 
dize ofour ſoules, wherein to buy the pear/e of the kingdowe, 
and to ſupply all our ſpirituall wants. And therefore the not 

well imploying and improuing our prouidence and dili- 
gence vpon this market day, doth expoſe vs to that cenſure, 

#hy tand ye idle in the market place allthe day long?Such are 

they, that cyther idle or trifle out the Lords day imperti- 
nently, or ſuch asprophane it with carnall pleaſures, as fea- 
ſting and banketing (a too common abuſe eſpecially among 
our greater Citizens) alſo reuelling and ryoting, playes and 
enterludes, idle chat and communication, dicing, carding, & 
many ſuch vnchriſtianlike prophane paſtimes, which Chri- 
ſtians ould beware of & avoid all the dayes ofthe weeke, 
yea all the dayes of their life, much mere on the Lords day, 
wherein the foot of our carnall affect ions ſhould be turved 2- 


way from doing our pleaſure on the Lordi holy day calling the 


Sabbath a deli gbe, the holy of the L ord honourably, honouring 
him, uot doing our mne wayes, nor finding of our own pleaſure, 
nor ſpeaking our own words, This is to delight aur ſeluet in 
tbe Lord, and ſo ſhall he cauſe vi to ride vponthe high places of 
the Earth,& feede vs with the heritage of [acob;for the mouth 
of the Lord hath ſpobęn it. K Othcr 
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Other w iſe, i the due ſanct ification of this day be neglected, 
farewell all true chi ĩſtianity. If the ſpirituall proui ſion of 
this day be not carefully lookt after, and brought in, and 
locked vp, and fitly difpofed and diſtributed for all the 
weeke, we ſhall with the Prodigal bring our ſoules to feed 
one empty huskes. And for men to heare the word that day, 
and when they have done, to goe home, and not ruminate 
and conferre of it, but to ſpend the reſt ofthis day in idle, or 
godleſſe exerciſes: what is this, but as if a man ſhould buy 
prouiſion at the market to ſerue himſelfe and his family, 
all tho weeke, and goe preſently the ſame day, and calling 
idle companions together, ſ end) and ſquander all vpon them 
at one ſitt ing, and ſo come empty home ? What ſhall we ſay 
then of the Papiſts, that allow of their profaine markets 
this day, and for ſpirituall commedities they haue none, but 
ſuch as are painted, or giue empty foand, as their long La- 
tine Mati ens and Maſſes, whereby 870 haue quite ſhoulde- 
red out the preaching of the word of God; a faire pretence 
by long prayers to keep out r that ſcarce Sermons 
may take place inthe forenoone, muchleſſe any at all in the af- 
ternoone, leaſt there ſhould not bee time enough to make 

vp a Sabbath for Sathan , which they conſecrate to him 
in all kind of exorbitances and profuſe carnality; that ſoe 
they may be vacant for theaters, and dancing as Aug, ſpeaks; 
or for Cards, Tables, and reuelings, as Leo ſpeakes, which 
is to keep the Sabbath of the golden Aſſe, as Aug. cals it, yea

thing, to which wee haue not ala wfall calling, we are out of 
P. otection, according to that /. 1. ii. who cõmands 
his Angels to keepe his Saints in all their law full wayes: but 
if men goe aſtray in the by paths of carnall and vnchriſtian 
courſes, then Gods Angell is as ready with his ſword drawn 
do cut them off; as Ex. 4· 24. Nun. 22. 33s. A. 


the Law reconciled. 


A third reaſon and mot ue to ſt irre vs vp to the more 


carefull and diligent ſanct i fication of the Lords day, may bee 
taken from the cvill truics and conſequents, which we ſce 
do grow from the neglect thereof. For it is eaſie to obſetue, 
and it is an obſeruation infallible, that where the greateſt 
protanation of the Lords day raigneth, t here all Kinde of 
iniquity and impiety doth molt abound among ſucha peo- 
ple. Now where is this p ofanation greater, then w hen 
Prayer, together with ibe powertull Miniſtery and prea- 
ching ef the word, and adminiſtration of the Sacraments 
are mott neglect ed, and ſcan:edꝰ what maruell then, if in ſuch 
places, hei e the bankes of the publike Ordinances, toge- 
ther wich che fruite thereof ,to wit priuate familie-dut ies 
are wanting an vniuerſall deluge of all licentiouſnes doe not 
ouci flow al f yhereas onthe contraiy, where the Lords day 
is moſt duely and dut ĩ fully obſerued and ſanct i ſied in a con- 
ſcionable trcquenting the holy aſſemblies in publick 
prayer, hearing the word fayth ully preached, the Sacra - 
meats duely ad mini ſtie d. and the like: there is not onely a- 
beautifull face, but a ſound body of religion to bee ſcene. 
Epccially where a good Miniſtry and Magiſtracy are t he 
- ioynt pillars of tLe Corporation. So as from theright ſanct i- 
fication of the Lords day dot h ſpring all holynes, and power 
of religion, where by God is hononredythe commonwealth 
it ſelfe is made glo110us,as being eſtabliſhed and combined 
wich the moſt firme bonds of pure religion, the Crowne and 
ſecurity of Ki ige and Kingdomes. = 
I might hercunto adde many more motiues, which 

though * bee neceflary for theſe licentious times ( if as 
well the remedies could bee indured, as the maladits can · 
not) yet I forbeate at his time, as not fo ſutable to this 
ſhort diſcourſt, wherein I feare already I baue bene too 
tedious; though occaſioned, if not rather inforced by the 
inportunate Antinomians, the enemyes of all true piety. 

But to ſhut vp all in a word, let mee here give the Rea- 
der one ſummary view of their abſurd and impious Tenets.

Heſe Antinomians teach, that God ſees no fin in bu 
inflified Children, and though he know ſin to be in them yet 
he ſees it not; thus gigs: God like to a blinde man, who 
ſeeth not thoſe thinges, which he knoweth, And where wee 
obiect, God ſees fin in his iuſtiſied Children, for hee re. 
proues, and corrects them for it: they anſwere, that parti- 
enlar congregations conſiſt of a mixed multitude, ſome belie- 
mers, ſome not, and upon the unbelienert onely are the corretti« 
ont and repr oofes, and not on the other. And when tis obiect- 
ed, God ſaw fan,reproued and corrected it in Dauid a belie- 
uor in Chriſt, who ſayth P/a.69.5. Thou bnoweſt my foolifh= 
neſſe, and my ſins are not hid from thee : they anſwere with 
mayntaining that the iuftification of the Saints before (brifts 
death and ſince, is not alike, but becauſe there is great difference 
in the mauifeſtation, to them before, and vs now: therefore there 
4 a difference in their inſtifymg. God did ſce fin thorough the 
riphteouſneſſe of Chriſt imputed unto Dauid, but not through 
that which was imputed to Paul. ſo they. 

Obiedt. But Paul himſelfe prooueth, that the iuſtiſicati- 
on of all the Saints, both before and ſince Chriſts death, is a- 
like. But this they will not allow of, but ſtill will haue eua- 
ſions. Ob. But he ſees their Sinnes daily, becauſedayly hee 
commands them to pray for pardon. To this they anſwere 
that that Petition is to be ſayed eyther onely for modeſtie, or 
elſe for the further manifeſtation of their 1wffiſication, Ob. 
But doth iuſti fication aboliſh Sin cleane out of a belicuer ? 
No, for then we ſbould lye, i Tob. 1. 8, 10. Oh. But do you ſee 
fin in you, and doth not God ſee it ? No God ſees it not, for bee 
lookgs vpon vs onely in the righteouſneſſe of Cbriß; in that 
greene glaſſe all he lookes on in it it greene, And to this pur- 


poſe they miſapplic many ſpecches out of Lurber on 3 
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ard others. Ob. But we are iadeede perſectly iuſtified, but 

nor perfectly ſanctified in this life : becauſe the righteouſ- 

neſſe whereby we are iuſtified is perfect, inherent in Chriſt, 

and onely imputed vnto vs; but our ſanct ification is from 

Chriſt, and inherent in vs, not perfect in this life, but 

{till imperfect. For that they anſwere, firſt cher the Scrip- 

ture ſpeaking of ſantlification meaneth it in a large ſenſe, com- 

prehending injlification vnder it; and ſo they will not admit, « One of them 
or very hardly, of that diſtinct ion betwixt iuſtification, and yric in a letter 
ſauct ĩfication, but iumble them together.

that neyther our beſt act ons picaſe God, nor our wo ſt 
difpleaſe him ? This is right Sroicall dottrine, ts ber affelled 
with nothing at all, to repent of nothing, and to put no diffe- 
rence betweene the kulling;of a cc ke aud of ones f ther. A de- 
Arine which nature it ſelfe abhors, and the heat hen Orator 
condemnes. Theſe, and ſuch like are the fowle errors 
that they hold. And whoſoeuęr holds not the 
lame, they eſtecme and aiſirme them to 
'beinthe dend feptb.
